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The New Slavery 

Little by littlp the rights of the individual in 
this country are being sacrificed to the state. The trend 
has been cloaked in an artificial prosperity that in too 
many instances has blinded even business manage- 
ment. W. C. MuUendore, President of the Southern 
California Edison Company, warns against this "well 
established theory in the United States that business 
can be made good by liolding the right thought and by 
ignoring facts which might be considered danger sig- 
nals." In a letter to his stockholders he speaks frankly: 
"Our plans and program for 1949 call for continued 
expansion . . . Again, however, let us beware of the 
conclusion that either our company or business in 
general in the U. S. A., is enjoying a sound prosperity. 
Because current feverish activity and the resulting in- 
crease . in the volume of dollars in circulation are so 
frequently referred to as prosperity, we need to re- 
mind ourslves that a considerable part of thi^ in-{ 
crease in business activity has been forced by . . . 
debilitating expenditures and fiscal policies of gov- 
ernment. . . . 

"Coincidental with these dangerous monetary 
poHcl^, the majority of our people have been turn- 
ing away from self-reliance, and bartering our liberty 
and our free institutions for government aid and 
guardianship . . More and more, our government (in 
the guise of subsidies, social security, socialized hous- 
ing and other governmental aids, domestic and 
foreign) is being used to enable some of our people 
to *do as they please with other men, and the product 
of other men's labor.' This is the loss of liberty — the 
new slavery which threatens all America today." 

America was settled by immigrants fleeing 
from nations which conficatory taxation and political 
persecution made lime unbearable. The fact that gov- 
ernment is becoming the dominant factor in our lives 
should be warning enough of the peril we face.

The Machine and the Miner 

In 1947, there were 244,000 fewer coal miners 
than in 1920, But coal production was 61,000,000 tons 
greater, for an all-time record of 631,000,000 tons. 

Superficially, this might indicate that improved 
mining processes have caused an extremely serious 
labor displacement problem. But in 1947 there was 
practically no unemployment. Men who would have 
worked in the mines in a less efficient day were pro- 
fitably employed in other enterprise. And the hun- 
dreds of thousands of miners who remained had bet- 
ter pay and better conditions thari ever before. 

The point is that the surest road to a perman- 
ently higher standard of living for the greatest num- 
ber of people, including labor, lies in higher manhour 
productivity — whether that be achieved by technolo- 
gical progress, or greater individual application. The 
American coal miner, working on underground seams, 



averages several times the daily output of his British 
equivalent. He also has a more favorable safety rec- 
ord. The labor cost per ton is substantially less in the 
American mines. As a result, the American miner rc-^ 
ceivcs two to three times as much pay. 

Mechanization of mining is largely responsible 
for this. Not, over three per cent of our coal produc- 
tion is hand-cut, and only two pec cent is animal- 
hauled. We have seen the miners' total earnings, take- 
home pay, and standard of living steadily rise. This 
could have been possible only in an industry where 
good business managemdnt has concentrated on giving 
labor better tools.

High-Priced "Security" 

It seems to be a political axiom that govern- 
mental efforts in the ever-expanding field of "social 
security" invariably cost far more than the estimates. 

England, like many another country, has lately 
provided evidence of this. The Labor government 
was recently forced to ask the House of Commons for 
a very largo appropriation to make up deficits for the 
current fiscal year. It appeared that one major reason 
for this was the cost of the new universal free medi- 
cal service plan. The deficit in that ease alone, for a 
nine months' period, was nearly 53,000,000 pounds, 
which is well over $200,000,000 at the official rate of 
exchange. 

The Minister of Health explained the inade- 
quacy of original estimates by. saying that the public 
had made much greater use of the service than was 
expected. This bears out the experience with socialized 
medicine in other nations. A large precentage of the 
people seem to work on the theory that they might as 
well get what is coming to them, whether there is 
any real need for it or not. So even the most honestly 
and carefully prepared estimates of cost prove sadly 
wrong — and, as a corollary, doctors find themselves 
so overburdened with patients and administrative du- 
ties that they are unable to give the proper kind of 
attention whore it is actually needed. 

In the United States, many experts are con- 
vinced that government estimates of the cost of our 
proposed compulsory health insurance bill are no- 
where near high enough. What is happening elsewhere 
certainly bears out that opinion.
